Petersburg, frightful scenes continue t» 
be enacted in other parts of tlic empire, 
especially in Odessa and Warsaw. 


The details of the creation of a cabinet 


under the imperial manifesto granting a 
constitution as given out today, have al- 
ready aroused criticism as being ex- 
tremely 
complicated and 
smacking of 


the bureaucratic regime. 
It is pointed 


out by the critics that even when the 
cabinet is unanimous tlic premier must 
go to the emperor to receive instructions 
thus leaving tin- linal authority in th-j 
Lands of the sovereign. The exemption 
of all questions all'ecting the imperial 
court and domains, the army and navy 
nnd foreign ull'airs from the authority of 
Hie cabinet also has aroused hostile com- 
luent, 


ODESSA. Nov. 2.—Anarchy is rampant 


here. Killing and plundering by the 
bands formed of hundreds of "loyalists" 
continued this morning. Attacks on the 
Jews are incessant.- The night was made 
hideous, bodies of "loyalists" with whom

fraternizing 
marching 


through the principal streets bearing na- 
tional Hags, portraits of the emperor and

He sounded the 
danger signal, but the woman paid no 
attention to it. 


INJURIES NOT DANGEROUS. 


Then he reversed his engine, put on the 


dents of three houses from balconies of 
which shots were fired by unknown per- 
sons on the soldiers. The latter immed- 
iately stormed the houses and with un- 
heard of barbarity massacred nil the ill- 
habitants.

COSSACKS SHARE IX LOOT., 


The Cossacks eagerly attack the stu- 


dent militia which is courageously trying 
to stem the bands who are massacreiag 
nnd pillaging principally in the Jewish 
quarter. The looters openly divide the 
goods, the Cossacks in many cases par- 
ticipating in Hie proceeds of the rob- 
beries. 


The rector of the university has sent 


a telegram to Count Wittc imploring him 
immediately lo dismiss (jov. Roinhardt 
who is held responsible for Hie outbreak 
as otherwise a catastrophe is unavoida- 
ble.

MACHINERY TOO COMPLICATED.

has already aroused criticism as the ma- 
chinery 
is extremely complicated 
and 


marks the end of the old-fashioned bur- 
eaucratic regime. The relations of the 
cabinet to the council of thi- empire or 
upper chamber, and the iniperiaii douma-, 
or popular chamber, are not clear be- 
cause the powers of these bodies are yet 
to be defined under the manifesto. Two 
features are especially 
unsatisfactory. 


While tin- cabinet has no authority to 
decide matters within the competency of 
the legislative bodies, no 
measure 
of 


'•neural importance" can 
be introduced 


into the chambers without the sanction of 
Hie cabinet ,and another provision re- 
quires that wlrcn the cabinet is unani- 
mous the premier must go to the empe- 
ror and receive instructions. This would 
seem lo mako the final authority go back 
to the cmwror. 


LEFT IN 
r CZAR'S HANDS. 


Moreover all questions affecting the 


imperial court and domains, the army 
ami navy and foreign affairs are specifi- 
cally excluded from the competency of 
the cabinet without direct imperial au- 
thority. 
Jiy implication these great 


questions in which the nation is vitally 
interested are also outside the compe- 
tency of the legislature and therefore 
are bound to prove unsatisfactory to the 
representatives of the people when they 
assemble. 


PREMIER HAS GREAT POWER.

The gates at the crossing were down 


and many people waited for the 0:03

The chief feature of these is 


that the interstate commerce commis- 
sion should be clothed with powers to re- 
vise railroad rates where found to be un- 
reasonable.

far as phrasology of the desired legisla- 
tion is concerned, bnt he made it clear 
that he will continue

fight for the issues he has repeatedly, 
and publicly advocated. 


AFRAID TO COME OUT ES* OPEN. 
Senator Dolliver found it necessary to 


return to his -home today, but he will 
be back in Washington within a few days 
to remain until the opening of congress. 
Other members of the senate committee, 
on interstate commerce .will be here soon 
and those favorable to the. administra- 
tion's ideas will give their undivided at- 
tention to the framing of a report set- 
ting forth these views and recommending 
the legislative form to be given them.

Killing and Plundering on Every Hand—Many 


Hundreds Slain—Even Children Massacred 


—Strike to Be Called Oft in St. 


Petersburg Tomorrow. 


Brighter 
prospects 
of the country 


quieting down is the ncv.'s from St. Pet- 
ersburg today. The strike in the capital 
has been called off, the order to take ef- 
fect tomorrow, and the 
revolutionists 


seem to realize that they have accom- 
plished nil possible for the present. 


While the situation is better in St. 


Petersburg, frightful scenes continue to 
be enacted in other parts of the empire, 
especially in Odessa and Warsaw. 


The details of the creation of a cabinet 


Tinder the imperial manifesto granting a 
constitution as given out today, have al- 
ready aroused criticism as being ex- 
tremely 
complicated and smacking of 


the bureaucratic regime. It is pointed 
out by the critics that, even when the 
cabinet is unanimous the premier must 
go to the emperor to receive instructions 
thus leaving the linal authority in the 
hitnds of the sovereign. The exemption 
of all question ufVecting 
the imperial 


court and domains, the army and navy 
and foreign ufl'uirs from the authority of 
the cabinet also has aroused hostile coin- 
luent. 


ODESSA. Nov. 2.—Anarchy is rampant 


here. Killing and plundering by 
this 


bands formed of hundreds of ''loyalists" 
continued this morning. Attacks on the 
Jews are incessant. The night was madis 
hideous, bodies of "loyalists" with whom 
the police 
are 
fraternizing 
marching 


through the principal streets bearing na- 
tional (lugs, portraits of the emperor and 
ikons, singing the nutio.mil hymn, smash- 
ing everything in their way and looting 
shops and 
houses. Hospital wagons 


passed through the streets incessantly, 
carrying oil the killed, wounded and mu- 
tilated. The population is panic strick- 
en. 


ODESSA, Nov. 2, 5 p. in.—The troops 


wreaked terrible vengeance on t'ac resi- 
dents of three houses from balconies of 
which shots were fired by unknown per- 
Rons on the soldiers. The latter immed- 
iately stormed the houses and with un- 
heard of barbarity massacred all the in- 
habitants. 


It is persistently asserted that the un- 


known persons who fired on the troops 
were disguised policemen who purposely 
provoked the troops. 


The city is a dismal sight. The streets 


are filled with Cossack patrols and Hying 
detachments of the. Red Cross which fol- 
low the bands of murderous rioters. The 
firing has been uninterrupted the whole, 
day and still continues as this dispatch 
is filed.

COSSACKS SHAKE IX LOOT., 


The Cossacks eagerly attack the stu- 


dent militia which in courageously trying 
to stem the bands who are massacreing 
and pillaging principally in the Jewish 
quarter. The looters openly divide the 
goods, the Cossacks in many cases par- 
ticipating in the proceeds of the rob- 
beries.

MACHINERY TOO COMPLICATED.

chinery 
is extremely complicated 
and 


murks the end of the old-fashioned bur- 
eaucratic regime. The relations of the 
cabinet to the council of the empire or 
upper chamber, and the imperial! doiuna, 
or popular chamber, are not clear be- 
cause the powers of these bodies are yet 
to be defined under the manifesto. Two 
features are especially unsatisfactory. 
While th(! cabinet has no authority to 
decide matters within the competency of 
the legislative bodies, no measure of 
"genral importance" can be introduced 
into the chambers without the sanction of 
the cabinet ,aml another provision re- 
quires that wlwn the cabinet is unani- 
mous the premier must go to the empe- 
ror and receive instructions. This would 
seem to make the final authority go back 
to the emperor. 


LEFT IN* CZAR'S I LANDS. 


Moreover all questions affecting the 


imperial court and domains, the army 
and navy and foreign affairs are specifi- 
cally excluded from the competency of 
the cabinet, without direct imperial au- 
thority. 
By implication these great 


questions in which the nation is vitally 
interested are also outside the compe- 
tency of the legislature and therefore 
are bound to prove unsatisfactory to the 
representatives of the people when they 
assemble. 


PREMIER HAS GREAT POWER. 
Nothing is said in the decree about the 


premier OT ministers being- responsible to 
ths national assembly or responding to 
interpellations, but care is taken to con- 
solidate the power in the hands of the 
premier or. as he is termed, president of 
the cabinet, anil especially to prcvn.tit an 
individual minister from going to Hie em- 


peror with a report without previously 
submitting it to the premier. 
Should the 


premier not approve of .a report he has 
the privilege of being present when the 
minister presents it to the emperor and 
of stating his objections. This provision 
is designed to put an end to the practice 
of 
one minister undermining another, 


which has been one of the most vicious 
features of the old regime and the cause 
of untold confusion. 


BLOODY SCENES ENACTED. 


MINSK, Russia, Nov. 2.—Doctors of 


the Jewish hospital 
worked 
all night 


long on the wounded brought in from 
tiie railroad station, where the troops 
tired volleys at the demonstrators, kill- 
ing jnany and wounding great numbers. 
All work is at a standstill. The shops 
are closed. 


SOLDIERS AMONG VICTIMS. 


RADOM, Russia, Nov. 2.—The anti- 


government demonstrations yesterday 
ended iu widespread rioting. 
A mob de- 


stroyed the telegraph poles, burned gov- 
ernment property, barricated the streets 
and threw bombs at tho troops. The sol- 
diers fired volleys at the rioters. 
There 


were many victims both civilians and sol- 
diers. 


CITIZEN MILITIA GUARD. 


KAZAN, Russia, Nov. 2.—The city is 


now under the guardianship of the newly 
formed citizen militia consisting of stu- 
dents and workmen and mustering four 
hundred men armed with weapons taken 
from the police. 


The new guards patroled the streets

5,000 KILLED AND WOUNDED. 


"The casualties yesterday are believed 


to have amounted to 5,000 killed and 
wounded. In the Jewish quarters bodies 
still strew the streets and sidewalks. 
Jewish women and children were strang- 
led and picked to pieeea in the streets 
where the mobs gained the upper hand. 
A Red Cross doctor tells me that tho 
KishinefF horrors were repeated a hun- 
dredfold. The students alone saved the 
city from wholesale sack and massacre.

Hanson undertaking parlors, the dead 
maii was identified as Reinholt Rasmus- 
sen, 53 years old, residing at 529 Ran- 
dolph strt'te. 


BOUGHT SOME MEAT. 


Mr. Rasmussen evidently started for 


his home before 
o' o'clock. On State 


street lie. stopped at Jensen-Christiansen 
Co. meat market and purchased some 
meat of Theodore Anderson and left, sio' 
far as kno\vii he walked west on State 
to the Chicago & Northwestern railway 
depot, took tho cast platform south to 
the end of the same and there attempted 
to cross the tracks as a short cut to his 
home on Randolph street, or perhaps he 
may have cut off after visiting the meat 
market and taken Liberty street west, 
but no one knows. 


CAUGHT IN FROG. 


At tho south end of tho platform a 


shoe, package of meat and a hat was 
found and it looked as if Mr. Rasmusscn 
got his foot caught in a frog, for the 
shoe lace was broken and it was evident 
the fot was torn out of the shoe. Noth- 
ing more was found along the rails until 
a point ten feet north of State street 
crossing was reached, close to the west 
track and only a short distance from the 
gate station and here the mangled re- 
mains were discovered. 


HIT BY A FREIGHT. 


The gales at the crossing were down 


and many people waited for the 0:03 
freight train to pass, among them being 
John McCarthy of the State street tire 
company. After the train got by he saw 
the body beside the rails. The head was 
severed, legs cut off and body dismem- 
bered, in fact it was' literally cut to 
pieces, Mr. McCarthy gave the alarm 
and the authorities were notified and as 
above stated the body was picked up and 
taken to the undertaking parlors. For 
a long time no one knew who the dead 
man was; then it was found that he 
bought meat at the market and Mr. An- 
derson said it was Reinholt Rasmusscn 
who had purchased it and later it was 
identified by the hat and clothing. 


NO ONE SAW ACCIDENT. 


Although there were fifty people at 


the depot, the crc\v of a switch engine 
working near by, the baggage man at the 
depot and the gatomun at his post, not a, 
single person know of the accident until 
Mr. McCarthy discovered the body, and 
even the crew of the freight train did not 
know the engine had struck and killed a 


man, 
for it kept on north and did not 


stop. 


CARRIED ON PILOT. 


There is no doubt but that after the 


man was caught in the treacherous frog 
he was caught by the pilot and carried 
along to the State street crossing, then 
fell under the engine and that the whole 
train passed across the body nud man- 
gled it beyond recognition. Later in tho 
night the relatives of the unfortunate- 
learned of Mr. Rasmusseu's fate and vis- 
ited tho undertaking establishment and 
also the 
police, ollice. The hat 
and 


clothing were the only way of identifica- 
tion as the head besides being severed, 
was mangled. 


AN OLD CITIZEN. 


Reinholt Rasmussen was born in Den- 


mark fi3 years ago and for 2(5 years he 
was a resident of Racine. His business 
was that of a. laborer and for a long time 
lie peddled fish and could, often be heard 
blowing a horn, and calling out "Fresh 
fish." He was a married man and laarpes 
to mourn-his untimely death n, wife'and 
seven children, two daughters and five 
tons, some of them being grown up and 
jiinrricH. JIo IVHK not a member of any 
sociotrcs.

The transactions complained of in 
the complaint are reviewed from begin- 
ning to end and full explanations are of- 
fered as to the purposes which actuated 
the members of the board of trustees of 
the village in all of their acts. 


WERE LEGITIMATE EFFORTS. 
From a perusal of the 
answers we 


learn that the transactions at 
Union 


Grove which have been made so much 
of consisted simply in an effort on the 
part of the board of trustees to find a 
suitable site for n village hall and lockup. 
The first site purchased was on the north 
side of the railway tracks. It was in an 
unsatisfactory location and the people 
of the village refused to raise nny money 
for the purpose of building a village hall 
thereon. After a vote was taken on this 
question, the village board determined to 
sell tho lot. It was sold to Ella Elaine 
for ?200. The board then securel another 
l«t on the south side of the railway track. 
For a time after this lot was held by 
members of the village board and the de- 
fendant 0. P. Graham. The title was 
taken, however, for the u?o of the vil- 
lage and with the understanding that the 
village should have the lot at cost and 
without any benefit accruing 
to 
the 


members of the board in any way. 


AGAIN ROSE OPPOSITION. 


After the sale of the first lot, the vil- 


lage took the title to the second lot. 
This lot. however, was next iloor to a sa- 
loon building and great opposition arose 
in the village against building a hall at 
that place. These attacks became so ac- 
tive that the board determined to sell 
the second lot. In the meantime the ho- 
tel building at Union Grove had beon de- 
stroyed by fire and the corner lot occu- 
pied by it was offered for sale. Everyone 
agreed that this was the most valuable 
and advantageous spot in the village and 
the village board finally bought it from 
Mr. Callender. one of tho defendants, for 
S750. No work has been done on the lot 
ns yet, excepting the removal of rubbish 
therefrom. The defendants say in their 
answers that the lot is worth more than 
the village contracted to pay for it anil 
the village in its finswer elects to keep 
and retain it for the purpose for which 
it was purchased. 


SEEMINGLY NOT GUILTY. 


If the showing made in the answers of 


the defendants is true and can be sup- 
ported by proofs, it would scorn tlmt the 
plaintiffs were mistaken in charging that 
Mr. Elnkoy and his en-defendants have 
been guilty of fraud or that they have 
nt any time misappropriated public prop- 
erty or money. Of course all of these 
matters will be threshed out at the trial 
and the public will then be informed of 
the truth in respect to this unfortunate 
contention. 


SENATORS 
HIDE VIEWS 


Impossible to Get Opinions on 


Proposed Jtate Laiv. 


Report Will tie Labeled President's 


YICWS Whether the Majority or 


Minority Sign It. 


WASHINGTON, Xov. 2.—The question 


of railroad rate legislation was consider- 
ed at length at the White House today 
at a conference between the presidents 
and Senators Culloni of Illinois and Dol* 
liver of Iowa, two of the men who ara 
expected to lead the administration's 
light in the approaching session of com 
grass. The meeting is the first the presi- 
dent has had since the adjournment of 
the last session of congress, with the sen- 
ators upon whom he depends 
for tho 


voicing of the administration views in 
such legislation as may be enacted. 


PRESIDENT IS DETERMINED. 


The president in the conference today 


outlined the measure he desires to.have 
congress enact, but neither of his con- 
ferees would discuss this beyond saying 
that in the president's expressions there 
are no particular modifications of 
the 


ideas that he has already put before ths 
public. 
The chief feature of these is 


that the interstate commerce commis- 
sion should be clothed with powers to re- 
vise railroad rates where found to be un- 
reasonable. It is understood that the 
president is committed to no measure ao 
far as phrasology of the desired legisla- 
tion is concerned, but lie made it clear 
that he will continue 
his determined 


fight for the issues he lias repeatedly 
and publicly advocated. 


AFRAID TO COME OITT IN OPEN. 
Senator Dolliver found it necessary to 


return to his home today, but he will 
be back in Washington within a few days 
to remain until the opening of congress. 
Other memberii of the senate committed 
on interstate commerce .will be here soon 
and those favorable to the administra- 
tion's ideas will give their undivided at- 
tention to the framing of a report set- 
ting forth these views and recommending 
the legislative form to be given them. 
The opinions of several members of ths 
committee have been so disguised when, 
pressed for a discussion of the rate prob: 


lem, that it is declared impossible to poll 
the sentiment of the committee. It was 
learned today, however, that the report 
soon to be undertaken, will be presented 
to congress without regard to the atti- 
tude of the committee, and that it will be 
labelled, even though unofficially as the 
president's view?. Whether the report 
will be presented by a majority or a 
minority is a matter of speculation, but 
the belief was expressed today that a - 
majority of the Republican members will 
subscribe to the administration meacure.

sairl that there was no intention to in- 
crease the prices here, that it will re- 
main as always, o cents a quart. 


Kcnosha dealers, says the Kenosha 


Xc.ws, claim that the increase is not be- 
cause they expect to reap a harvest, but 
on account of the fact that the price of 
milk by the can has advanced. Only a 
few of the ineii selling milk in Keuosha 
own their own dairies and they arc forc- 
ed to depend on the milk market for 
their supply. At the first of each No- 
vember the cost of the milk to them is 
increased and they are forced to raise 
the prices to consumers. It is statc.l 
that on the tirst day of May the Milk 
Dealers L'nioii will take steps to again 
reduce the price of the milk to five cents 
a iniart.

price of this commodity there has been

Kcnosha is the battle

which the beef packers trust is being at- 
tacked. For many years the beef trust 
has dictated the prices that Kenosha 
people are to pay for beef, but a struggle 
has started which may result in beef bo-

from the control of the trust and has 
dared to purchase his meat of independ- 
ent concerns,

ered that he can sell meat to the people 
nl tin 1 city at a rate two or three cents 
below the prices charged by the trust 
houses.

TEXT OF THE IMPERIAL MANIFESTO 


ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 31.—11:20 p. 


m.—Tho RiLSsinn capital blossomed out 
with flags and bunting today. 
All the 


troops were withdrawn from the streets 
and the city presented almost its normal 
appearance. Tho nervousness of the peo- 
ple- has suddenly disappeared. Workmen 
by the thousands flocked back to 
the 


shops and factories without awaiting tl-.e 
permission of the striko committee. The 
authorities did all in their power to cn- 
courago the spirit of rejoicing over tbe 
newly granted liberties. H was by order 
of General Trepoff that thu regulation 
decorations were 
hung out 
and the 


troop* were instructed to permit the peo- 
ple to vent their toolings. 


RED FLAGS EVERYWHERE. 


Before noon the celebrations began anil 


the city soon appeared to have gone mad. 
Such s'cnnes had never before been wit- 
nessed in Russia. Unrestrained by word 
or deed the crowds did and .said what 
they liked. Despotism seemed suddenly 
to have been replaced by license. Red 
flags were everywhere in evidence. In 
the churches devout men and women on 
bended knees before the image of St. 
Nicholas the Miracle worker rendered 
thanks for the blessings of liberty while 
nt the corners of the thronged .streets 
orators harangued the 
populace. The 


people assembled principally on the Xev- 
sky Prospect. 
From the Kazan cathe- 


dral to the town hull opposite the Hotel 
De L'Europe traffic was blocked. Fully 
30,000 workmen were massed there list- 
ening to student orators who delivered; 
impassioned speeches from the steps of 
the town hall und cathedral. 
Red (Ings i 


showed above the dense black mass' of 
cheering humanity. 
The police kept in 


the background not even trying to keep 
tho street open. Passing patrols on their 
way to their barracks would have been 
mobbed had it not been for the appeals 
of the cool headed who declared to the 
accompaniment of cheers that the troops 
were, henceforth with the people. 


IIAKANCUED BY STUDENTS. 


The biggest demonstration wns organ- 


ized by students and workmen. A great 
procession was formed. Starting from 
the university, 10.000 strong increased in 
numbers as the demonstrators inarched 
across the river and up the Nevsky Pros- 
pect, as far as the Kazan cathedral, sing- 
ing the "Marsellaise." A dozen red ban- 
ners inscribed with the word "Svoboda" 
(liberty) were carried at the liend of the 
parade, which stopped 
at 
the 
places 


where the troops fired on the people Jan- 
uary 22 and the parndcrs with bared 
beads 
chanted 
funeral 
dirges. 
The 


Crowds in the streets uncovered their 
heads as the procession passed. At tho 
Kazan cathedral the procession counter- 
marched to the university where from 
the balconies students harangued 
crowds with flery speeches, urging 
people not to cea->e the struggle until 
every right of maji had been attained. In 
tho midst of the oratory intense — thus- 
iftsm was created by n student who scal- 
ed the roof of the university and attach- 
ed a. red flag to the cross over the en- 
trance.

Last night's demonstrations continued

5,000 persons with red Hags paraded the 
Ncvsky Prospect until -t o'clock singing 
(he "Marr-oilh-s" and tlu-y then moved 
down Littitii street to the Russian b.is- 
tilc at tin- corner "f ShjjlucHnia street, 
where for an hour they made the welkin 
ring with revolutionary songs. Imme- 
diately opposite stood the 
well 
filled 


Cossack barracks and the crowd took 
particular delight in howling 
maledic- 


tions in that direction. 


SOCIALISTS URGE ACTIVITY. 


The Social Democrats, however, are 


urging their followers not to IK; tricked 
by the government, but to keep up the 
fight. 
They organized a demonstration 


of the proletariat in 
the 
Yasiliostrov 


district this morning in favor of the or- 
ganization of a national militia and gen- 
eral amnesty. 


The imperial manifesto has produced a 


wonderfully fine impression and if exe- 
cuted in a' frank and honest spirit must 
allay much of the prevailing discontent. 
The" distrust of the government is so 
dci-p seated, however, that the liberals 
say that not until words arc translated 
into nct.s and the people actually enjoy 
their liberties will confidence in the gov- 
ernment be restored.

a public- holiday has been proclaimed. 


WARSAW, Russian Poland, Oct. 31.— 


The imperial manifesto granting a con- 
stitution to Russia raiulc a deep impres- 
sion on the people here. They embraced 
in the restaurants and there was univer- 
sal rejoicing in which the nrmy officers 
joined. The military patrols have been 
withdrawn. 


Special editions of the newspapers con- 


taining the text of the manifesto were 
in the hands of everybody this morning. 
The streets were filled with crowds cug- 
erly discussing tho news. Many persona 
were unable to realize its significance. 


The factories and many shops are still 


closed. The socialists are trying to main- 
tain the strike until 
full 
amnesty 
is 


granted to political offenders and Gov. 
General Skallon is removed. There is no 
hope of the railroads re-starting today. 
Cossacks and infantry patrols urc still 
in the streets. 


The officials here received the mani- 


festo with mixed 
feelings. Many of 


them did not conceal their anger at the 
defeat of tho bureaucracy. 


WE NICHOLAS THE SECOND, by the grace of God Emperor and Autocrat 


of All the Russins, Grand Duke of Finland,, etc., declare to all our faithful sub- 
jects that the troubles and agitation in our capitals and in numerous other places 
fill our heart with excessive pain and sorrow.

Our watchword must be 
that aJl the troops must be withdrawn 
fro'ni St. Petersburg and leave the capital 
in our possession. That bloody scoun- 
drel Trepoff must be driven out of Rus- 
sia. The doors of the bastile and of the 
fortresses must be opened and a national 
guard musfbc created for the protection 
of our liberties. It would be fatal to 
stop now. The emperor has yielded be- 
cause he is not sure of the army which, 
brothers, is with us.

Counter-demonstrations took place on

IN FRENZY 


Seized With. Transport of De- 


light, Ttiey Do and Say 


What They Like. 


Scenes in Old St. Petersburg Never to Be For- 


gotten Ones -• Crowds Parade Streets, With 


Police in Back Ground, Waving Red Flags 


and Singing the Marseilles. 


ST. PETF.RSBURG, Oct. 31.—11:20 p. 


m.—The Russian capital blossomed out 
with flags and bunting today. All the 
troops were withdrawn from the streets 
and the cil.y presented almost its normal 
appearance. The nervousness ot the peo- 
ple lias suddenly disappeared. Workmen 
liy the thousands flocked back to 
the 


shops and factories without awaiting the 
permission of the strike committee. The 
authorities did ail in tlieir power to en- 
courage the spirit of rejoicing over tbe 
newly granted liberties. It was by order 
of General Trepoff that the regulation 
decorations were hung out 
and the 


troops were instructed to permit the peo- 
ple to vent their feelings. 


RED FLAOS EVERYWHERE. 


Before noon the celebrations began and 


the city soon appeared to have gone mad. 
Such scenes had never before been wit- 
nessed in Russia. Unrestrained by word 
or deed the crowds did and said what 
they liked. Despotism seemed suddenly 
to have been replaced by license. Red 
flags were everywhere in evidence. In 
the churches devout men and women on 
bended knees before the image of St. 
Nicholas the Miracle worker rendered 
thanks for the blessings of liberty while 
at the corners of the thronged .streets 
orators harangued the 
populace. The 


people assembled principally on the Nev- 
sky Prospect. 
From the Kazan cathe- 


dral to the town hall opposite the Hotel 
De L'Europe traffic was blocked. Fully 
30,000 workmen were massed there list- 
ening to student orators who delivered 
impassioned speeches from the steps of 
the town hall and cathedral. Red flags j 
showed above the dense black mass o f ; 
cheering; humanity. 
The police kept in 


the background not even trying to keep 
the street open. Passing patrols on their 
way to their barracks would have been 
mobbed had it not been for the appeals 
of the cool headed who declared to the 
accompaniment, of cheers tliat the troops 
were henceforth with the people. 


HARANGUED BY STUDENTS. 


The biggest demonstration was organ- 


ized by students nnd workmen. A great 
procession was formed. Starting from 
the university, 10,000 strong increased in 
numbers as the demonstrators marched 
across the river and up the Nev-sky Pros- 
pect, as far as tho Kazan cathedral, sing- 
ing the "Mar-tell a i.-se." A dozen red ban-

They embraced 
in the restaurants and there was univer- 
sal rejoicing in which the army officers 
joined.

Special editions of the newspapers con- 


taining the text of the manifesto were 
in the hands of everybody this morning. 
The streets were filled with crowds eag- 
erly discussing the news. Many persons 
were unable to realize its significance. 


The factories and many shops are still 


closed. The socialists are trying to main- 
tain the strike until 
full amnesty 
is 


granted to political offenders and Gov. 
General Skallon is removed. There is no 
hope of the railroads re-starting today. 
Cossacks and infantry patrols are still 
in the streets. 


The officials here, received the mani- 


festo with mixed feelings. Many of 
them did not conceal tlieir anger at the 
defeat of the bureaucracy.

The injured man was quite well dress- 


ed and he wore a Derby hat. His age is 
given at perhaps forty-five, and he has a 
moustache. On his person there was not 
a single cent or scrap of paper whereby 
identification could be established. 


The wheels of the cars struck the top 


of his head tearing it away and the bat 
shows marks of the wheels having pass- 
ed across it. 


At ]0 o'clock the injured man died 


without having regained consciousness. 
Coroned Jonas Hoyle immediately took 
charge of the body, empaneled a jury, 
but on account of it not being possible 
to get witnesses today the inquest was 
postponed until tomorrow. In the mean- 
time the coroner will make every effort 
to ascertain who the stranger is. The 
belief prevails that he was stealing or 
attempting to steal a ride on a north 
bound freight when he was struck and 
injured.

VOTING MACHINE

operator of a typesetting machine with 
a small rubber band fixed the machine so 
that it would register for all members of 
the fusion ticket except the mayor, and 
experts representing the manufacturers 
were unable tu make the inaohine regis- 
ter properly while the 'band was in place.

TEXT OF THE IMPERIAL MANIFESTO 


WE, NICHOLAS THE SECOND, by the grace of God Emperor and Autocrat 


of All the Russias, Grand Duke of Finlan d, etc., declare to all our faithful sub- 
jects that the troubles and agitation in our capitals and in numerous other places 
fil) our heart with excessive pain and sorrow. 


The happiness of the Russian sovereign is indlssolubly bound up with the hap- 


piness of our people, and the sorrow of o ur people is the sorroyr of the sovereign. 


From the present disorders may arise great national disruption. They me- 


nace the integrity and unSty of our empire. 


The supreme duty imposed upon us by our jovereign office requires us to ef- 


face ourselves aid to use all the force and reason at our command to hasten in se- 
curing the unity and co-ordination of the power of the central government and to 
assure the success of measures for pacific ation in all circles of public life which 
are essential to the well-being of our people. 


We therefore direct our government to carry out our inflexible will in the fol- 


lowing manner: 


1. To extend to the population "the immutable foundations of civic liberty, 


based on the real inviolability of person, freedom of conscience, speech, union, and 
association. 


2. Without suspending the already ordered elections to the state domna, to 


invite to participation sn the douma, so far as the limited time before the convo- 
cation of the douma will permit, those el asses of the population now completely 
deprived of electoral rights, leaving the ultimate development of the principle of 
the electoral right in general to the' newly established legislative order of things. 


3. To establish as an unchangeable rule that no law shall be enforceable with- 


out the approval of th«- state douma, an d that it shall be possible for the elected 
of the people to exercise real participat ion in the supervision of the legality of 
the acts of the authorities appointed by us. 


We appeal to all faithful sons of Russia to remember their duty towards the 


fatherland, to aid in terminating these unprecedented troubles and to apply their 
forces, in co-operation with us, to the res toration of calm and peace upon our 
natal soil.

That he purchased the ticket and she left 
presumably for Chicago; at any rate he 
professed not to know where she was 
and that he was afraid of his life. 


District Attorney Gittings called up 


Mr. Rogofsky by phone and asked him i£ 
there was any truth in the story. He 
emphatically denied having any knowl- 
edge of the three men who assaulted 
Renskows, that he never made such n 
threat as the one attributed to him and 
never thought of it. 


He further stated that after the ac- 


tions of the girl and he ascertained her 
true character he was glad that slic was 
gone and he wanted nothing more to do 
with her.

The temperance workers anxious to ban- 
ish all drinking from the army conceive 
the only way is to forbid by law 
the 


canteen of the army being permitted to 
sell light liquors, but at the same time in 
doing- this, they are utterly unable to 
prevent the cordon of saloons that with 
no canteen surround ('very army encamp- 
ment and barracks. These people mean 
for the best, but this best, if army of- 
ficials are not mistaken, fails of the pur- 
pose, because they are unable to banish 
the saloons that no law prevents stand- 
ing like a cordon around the soldiers. All 
that is necessary being to cross the line, 
and no discipline being able to prevent 
smuggling if all else fails. 
If it be tem- 


perance, the canteen would seem best 
to serve llie purpose, but if prohibition, 
there is none, because of unlimited num- 
bers of saloons within very easy reuch 
of officers and men.

Still the old adage, what is one man's 
meat may be another man's poison, may 
after all he the best regulator. It has 
been shown that some people need less 
food than do others, need less sleep than 
others, to say nothing on the work fea- 
ture.

the operations of their daily life.

gentleman named Dr. de Gaspary has 
thus used the bioscope for making stu 
dies of that most interesting branch o 
the insect kingdom, the ant family. 


Once Dr. de Gaspary snapshotted a 


tiny ant washing its face arid tidying 
itself up just after it got out of bed 
in the morning. 
Ants are particularly 


cleanly, 
much 
more 
careful 
about 


washing their races and brushing their 
heads than some girls and especially 
some boys are. 
Like the cat, the ant 


licks its legs with its tongue, by way 
of washing- them. What is more, these 
friendly little creatures help one an- 
other with the toilet operations. 
In 


the morning when they come out from 
their nest In numbers, one and another 
will stretch out their legs while a 
friend licks the extended limbs with 
his tongue. 
The Crlend also runs his 


little tongue along the other ant's 
antennae. 
An antenna is one of the 


feelers attached to an insect's head. 
Antennae serve partly the purpose of 
lingers.' The Insect puts them out and 
touchea and examines the objects it 
encounters. 


Another of the gentleman's camera 
hots showed two ants in a, terrific com- 
iat, so savage that, with their fierce 
aws fixed in each other's bodies, it 
vas certain that one and probably both 
would be left dead on the Meld of bat- 
le. If man were as terrible a fighter, 
vccordlng to his size as the ant is, he 
:ould whip a tiger or a gorilla by main 
strength. 


Being the intelligent young people 


rou are you have o!: course heard 
,bout co-operative labor—people work- 
ng together in a friendly way, joining 
;heir interests and sharing the bene- 
its alike. 
Now, many human co- 


operative colonies have been sta.rted, 
but none has ever been so successful 
is those are which have been conduct- 
ed through all the ages of history by 
the tiny, seemingly almost brainless, 
little ant tribe. 
They have a perfect 


system of government, running far 
more smoothly than any organized by 
man. 
Their government officials are 


honest, and all the ant people living ir 
one colony are treated fairly and are 
never 
defrauded 
or robbed by th 


others. 
There are different depart- 


ments of work. Again, quite unlike the 
human family, every member of an ant 
coiony must work and earn its living-.

what a. hustling there would be among 
the human idlers to get hold of some 
kind of work quick!

whatever it is, and tugs it away. 
In 


the picture you see two ants side by 
aide shoving a dead fly away from near 
their home.

The strangest fact about ants, how- 


ever, is that they actually keep cer- 
tain insects near their hills as human 
dairymen keep cows, to furnish milk. 


You have seen on the leaves of plants 
sometimes numbers of small green in- 
sects. 
They are called aphides, or 


plant lice. 
Aphides exude from their 


bodies a sweet substance called honey 
dew, which ants are so fond of eating 
that they will capture aphicle eggs, 
hatch these carefully and rear them in 
the ant colony, feeding them upon 
leaves. When the aphides are grown 
the ant strokes them with its antennae 
and squeezes them gently to make them 
press 
the 
honey 
dew 
from 
their 


bodies. 
So that the aphifle is really 


and truly the ant's now. If ants find I 
a large number .of aphides upon a. 
plant they run tiny tunnels up the 
stalk of the plant, creep through these 
tunnels and surround and pen in the 
plant lice. 
There these are kept and 


the ants milk them at pleasure. 


Most tender and faithful mothers and 


nurses are these wonderful ants. Ant 
eggs have to be tended carefully be- 
fore they are hatched. The ant nurses 
lick the eggs often to keep them moist. 
So devoted indeed are the ant mothers 
that before they lay their eggs they 
tear off from their bodies the wings 
which every ant has for awhile in the 
spring. 
Near an anthill at the begin- 


ning of warm weather you will see 
dozens of wings lying around. 
Then 


after the baby ants are hatched they 
have to be brushed atid cleaned and 
even taken for an airing. 


I am sorry to tell you anything bad 


about these marvelous ants, but they 
really have one unjust and wicked 
custom. 
A whole army of them fre- 


quently invade a neighboring colony, 
fight arid kill off the grown ants there, 
then tug home the pupae, or children 
of the Invaded colony, rear them and 
make slaves of them, just as human 
beings In the savage state have always 
done among themselves.

thus used the bioscope for making stu- 
dies of that most Interesting branch of 
Uic Insect kingdom, the ant family. 


Once Dr. de Gaspary snapshotted a 


tiny ant washing its face and tidying 
itself up just after it got out of bed 
In the morning. 
Ants are particularly 


cleanly, 
much 
more 
careful 
about 


washing their faces and brushing their 
heads than some girls and especially 
Home boys are. Like the cat, the ant 
licks its legs with its tongue, by way 
of washing them. What Is more, these 
friendly little creatures help one an- 
other with the toilet operations. 
In 


the morning when they come out from 
their nest IrVnumbers. one and another 
will stretch out their lops while a 
friend licks the extended limbs with 
his tongue. The friend also runs his 
little tongue along the other ant's 
antennae. 
An antenna Is one of the 


feelers attached to an Insect's head. 
Antennae serve partly the purpose of 
lingers.' The Insect puts them out am. 
touches and examines the objects it 
encounters. 


Another of the gentleman's camera 


shots showed two ants in a terrific com- 
bat so savage that, with their fierce 
jaws fixed in ench other's bodies, it 
was certain that one and probably both 
would be left dead on the Held of bat- 
tle. If man were as terrible a lighter 
according to his size as the ant is, he 
could whip a 1Iger or a gorilla by mair 
strength. 


Being, the Intelligent young people

You have seen on the leaves of plants 
sometimes numbers of small green in- 
sects.

plant lice. 
Aphides exude from their

hatch these carefully and rear them in 
the ant colony, feeding them upon 
leaves.

the ant strokes them with its antennae

If ants find 
a large number .of aphides upon a 
plant they run tiny tunnels up the 
stalk of the plant, creep through these 
tunnels and surround and pen In the 
plant lice.

Most tender and faithful mothers and 
urses are these wonderful ants. Ant 
ggs have to be'tended carefully ue- 
ore they are hatched.

ear oft' from their bodies the wings 
vhich every ant has fnr awhile in the
